Chicago, August .16.—The first day 
of the Triennial Oonclave of Knights 
Templar of the United States opened 
bright and cool, with every prospect 
of 
pleaswt 
weather throughout. 
Trains with excursion parties are 
arriving at the depots at every hour 
of the 
day, and every train is 
crowded to its utmost capacity with 
Knights and other visitors. 
The 
streets present a scene of unusual ani- 
mation, especially along the line of 
mardi, where the ornamentation is 
most profuse. In the vicinity of the 
lake 
front 
where 
the 
tents 
are 
pitched 
and 
arches erected 
the crash has been continuous since 
yesterday, except for a few hours af- 
ter midnight. Here the throng is al- 
most impenetrable at times and the 
enthusiasm is increased with every 
fresh arrival of commandery. The 
various depots are supplied with es- 
rorts for all incoming knights, who 
are shown at once to their quarters. 
All. trains arrive late on account of 
the numerous special and excursion 
trains 
which 
are 
running. 
The 
brilliant 
display 
made 
by isolated knights who occasionally 
march through the streets is but a 
small indication of what the magnifi- 
cent body will be when marshalled 
together in the parade of Tuesday 
and the subsequent drill. 
Yesterday 
3,000 people came into camp but ow- 
ing to a failure of most of them to 
announce their arrival some incon- 
venience was experienced in settling 
them. The influx of thieves, pick- 
pockets 
and 
burglars 
is 
very 
large and they began operating yes- 
terday, capturing some uniforms from 
the tents. The police have been in- 
structed to arrei-t all known bad 
characters or even suspicious ones 
and lock-them up during the conclave, 
but they being numerically unequal 
to the heavy task imposed on them. 
General Torrence, ^brigadier general, 
commanding the first brigade of 
the 
Illinois 
national 
guard, 
has 
issued 
order 
detailing 
four hundred and twenty-five men to 
l>e stationed at the camp (Oamp De- 
malai). Over one hundred newspaper 
reporters have arrived representing 
the principal papers in the country. 
There has been no general musical re- 
hearsal. The bands being for the most 
part late in arriving, but the streets 
are well supplied with musicians 
whose appearance always attract the 
crowd and elicits hearty applause.

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Big Demonstration by the De- 
mocracy on Saturday 
Eveninir* 


Ex-Gov. Hendricks Opens tbe 
Campaign at the Acad- 
emy of Music. 


The Streets of the Oity Ablaze 
With Torches. 


In point of numbers, enthusiasm 
and everything elie the democratic 
demonstration on Saturday 
evening 
was an immense success. 
Early in the 
evening Charles Kiser planted 
his 
gun on the greensward in the Court 
House yard and under his manipu- 
lation the little cannon was made to 
belch forth round after round with 
terrific report. 
When the àhadesof 
night began to fall and the twinkling 
stars come shyly out the streets of the 
city presented a decidedly lively ap- 
pearance caused by the tramp of the 
different ward organizations as they 
bore 
aloft their 
flaming 
torches 
and proceeded to take up the posi- 
tions assigned them in the procession. 
Mayor C. A. Zollinger, the chief mar- 
shal of the parade, ably assisted by 
his aids, Robert Blackburn, Harry 
Campbell, Charles F . Mnhler, John 
Vordermark, 
Fred 
Schmuckle, 
C. 
Neireider and Frant B. Vogel, were 
to be seen on horseback as they form- 
ed and guided the procession which 
moved over the route as previously 
published in the SENTINEL. The col- 
umn was preceded by the City Band 
and the second ward club was ac- 
corded the right of procession. 
There 
were considerably over one thousand 
men in line and each of the several 
clubs carried transparencies 
which 
bore plain and pithy mottoes and in- 
scriptions suitable to the occasion. 
At a few minutes past eight o'clock 
the chief marshal gave the word of 
command and the column began to 
move. 
The music was furnished by 
the City, St. Cecelia's and St. Mary's 
Bands and two drum corps, and along 
the route of procession the private 
residencies of a number of enthusiastic 
lovers of the eternal 
principles of 
demociracy were handsomely illumi- 
nated. 
All along the route the side- 
walks wrtre thronged with people and 
at differeiat points the procession was 
most lustily cheered, evidencing the 
fact beyond peradventure that demo- 
cratic enthusiasm was abroad in the 
city to the fullest extent. 
On the 
First 
ward 
traasparancy 
was the 
bold declaration, "The First ward 
will give 300 majoritv for the Hero of 
Gettysburg!" 
On that of the Second 
^ard was an elegant representation of 
a chicken cock and the announcement 
that the ward was good for 500 major- 
ity. "We are good for 200 majority," 
said the Sixth ward, while the Eighth 
ward asseverated that it was "good 
for 300 majority." 
"Hancock will 
be Inaugurated in 1881," "The Bat- 
tlefield is a Poor Field for General 
Garfield," "We 
Want no Pavement 
Swindlers" and numerous other in 
acriptions similar in import were to 
be seen adowa the line. 


As soon as the procession formed 
and the order of march was given 
vast crowds began to pour into the 
Academy of Music which was soon 
filled to its utmost capacity and stand- 
ing room was at a discount. 
The in- 
terior of the building was handsomely 
decorated with flags and Chinese lan- 
terns which produced a most brilliant 
efiect. 


On the stage were seated a number 
of prominent citizens, among whom 
were Hon. Wm. Fleming, E . C. Bell, 
Hon. Peter Kiser and Gov. Brock 
meyer. 
The audience after waiting 


good naturedly for some time began to 
grow impatient and gave vent thereto 
in stamping of feet and clapping of 
hands, while "the gods in the gallery" 
furnished the inevitable "cat-call." 


Presently Gov. Hendricks, accona- 
panied by Ex.Mayor Randall, A. P. 
Edgerton, Judge Potter and others, 
made his appearance 
and 
walked 
leisurely down the aisle. 
His appear- 
ance was 
the 
signal 
for 
repeat- 
ed 
rounds 
.of 
applause 
which 
were given with 
that enthusiasm 
which showed that Indiana's favorite 
son still holds a high place in the af- 
fections of the people of "old Allen." 


When the party reached the stage 
Ex-Mayor Randall called the meeting 
to order and in a short but strongly 
put address stated the terrible struggle 
that the opening of the campaign in- 
augurated and exhorted all to stand 
by their colors. 
He then introduced

of the stage. 
He was vociferously 
applauded and it was indeed found 
difficult to

mittee invited him to speak in this 
city he felt highly gratified and glad- 
ly availed himself of the opportunity. 
He dwelt at some length upon 
the 
constitutional amendments and his 
governorship. 
He expressed himself 
as opposed to the 
registration law 
which he claimed would serve only as 
a cloak to conceal fraud. 
He men- 
tioned Philadelphia with her registra- 
tion law and pointed to the gigantic 
election frauds in that city as an argu- 
ment to strengthen his position. While 
speaking of the action of the supreme 
court in regard to the constitutional 
amendments he paid a glowing tribute 
to Judge Worden of this city, who is 
a member of the supreme bench, and 
vigorously condemned those persons 
who would cast odium upon the judges 
of the supreme court by maintaining 
that their decision was brought about 
by party ties and affiliations. 


The speaker expressed his deter- 
mination not to discuss either 
the 
Cincinnati or 
Chicago 
platforms, 
as 
he 
stated 
that 
plat 
forms could be made to suit any 
occasion. 
He 
denounced 
in 
un- 
measured terms the fraud of 
76, 
which resulted in the counting out of 
Tilden and himself, and the counting 
in of Hayes and Wheeler. 
While 
dwelling upon this point he was sev- 
eral times interrupted by such cries 
as "Why did'nt you take i t f 
"Why 
did'nt 
you 
fight 
it 
out?" 
etc. 
To 
these 
outbursts 
of 
enthu- 
siasm 
the 
speaker 
paid 
no 
attention, 
but 
ably 
continued 
to denounce republican principles and 
practices. 
During his speech he was 
frequently applauded, and when he 
closed by expressing his belief that 
Hancock would be elected and inau- 
gurated, the enthusiasm of the assem- 
bly knew no bounds. 
When he had 
finidied 
Ex-Mayor 
Randall 
intro- 
duced Gov. Brockmeyer, who made a 
brief but eloquent speech. 
He wss 
followed by Hon. A. P. Edgerton. 


While the speeches inside were be- 
ing made Messrs. Lowry, Hench and 
Bell addressed a large assembly on 
the outside who were unable to gain 
admission to the Academy. 
The 
speakers were frequently applauded 
and the utmost enthusiasm and good 
will prevailed throughout. 


Taken all in all the demonstration 
of Saturday night was one of which 
"Old Allen's" democracy may feel 
proud, and showed conclusively that 
the party is harmonized and nothing 
stands in its way to a glorious success. 


The meeting adjourned with three 
rousing cheers for Hancock and Eog- 
lish, three for Gov. Hendricks and 
three for Gov.
